der that was in the beginning, and giving up their obedience 
to the wordly ſpirir, andthe inventions thereof, till they be- 
come ſo far one with it, as that it hath not onely defiled their 
ſouls and bodies, blinded their eyes, ſtopt their cars, and 
ſo made the creature utterly unprofitable to God, and unfit 
tor a Temple for him to be worſhipped in, or to hear the voice, 
or underſtand the mind of the eternal Spirit, by which they 
was created, but that they are alſo become open enemies to 
every check and reproof of that Spirit which ſhould lead them 
to God, and doth teftific agatnſt their evil deeds, and are not 
afraid to ſpeak agaioſt itas a thing not worth the minding, 
nor able to lead them in the way of truth. Thus hath God 
loſt the creature out of his call and ſervice, and he is become 
one with the God of this world, to ſerve and obey him in 
wayes that deſpite the ſpirit of Grace; and now uſe the Crea 
tion againſt the Creator. * againſt this evil ſeed, and 
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ai hole work brought forth in that nature, doth the

” judge this deceiver openly before all the Creation, 
ſhew ing that his wayes, faſhions, and cuſtoms, are not 
what God ordered for man to live in, in the beginning, to 
bind him, and to redeem out of his captivity, all who will but 
believe in the Lamb, & are weary of this ſervice and bondage 
to his enemy, and who will but come ſorth and givt their 
names and hearts to joyn with him, and bear his image and 
teſtimony openly before all men, and willingly follow him 
in ſuch wayes as wherein the Father hath given him victory 
over this power, for himſclt and all that follow him, to re- 
deem them to God, and the reſt who will not believe and 
follow him, and bear bis image, them to condemn with the 
deſtroyer into everlaſting deſtruction, and to reſtore all things 
and make all chings new, as they were in the beginning, that 
God alone may rule in his own work.

Irſt, That he may be juſt who is to judge all men and ſpi- 

rite, he gives his light into their hearts, even of man 
and women, whereby he lets all ſee (who will mind it) what 
he is diſpleaſed with, what is with him, and what is againſt 
him; what he owns, and what he difowns, that ſo all may 
know what is for deſtruction, to come out of it, leſt they be 
d:ſtroyed withit, that ſo he may ſave and reccive all that are 
nec wilfully diſobedient, and hardened in the pleaſures of 
this world againſt him, all who are dectived, who are will» 
ing to be undeceived; all who arc captivated, who are willing 
ke ſer free; all that are in darkneſs, and are willing to come 
to light : In a word, All that loves righteouſneſs more then 
ehe plea ſures of fin, that he may not deſtroy them, nor they 
fight againſt him, and know not, but that he may receive 


them, to be one with him agaĩuſt chat which hath miſled and

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ccive,and gives them power in ſpirit and lite to be as he is, in 
their meaſuce, but all in watching, and wars againſt that 


which hath hadthem, and now has the reſt of che Creation

ſ A ND that is, whatever is not of God, whatever the eye 
| (which loves the world) lufts after, what ever the fic(b 


takes 2 in, and whatever ſtands in reſpect of perſons, (as 


ſaith the Scripture)the luſt of the eye, the luſts of the fleſh the 


pride of life,theſe are not of Godz%& whatever the God of this 
world hath begot in mens hearts to practice or toplead for, 
which God did not placechere;all this the Lamb and his Fol- 
owers wars againſt, which is at enmity with it both in them- 
ſelves, and wherever they ſee it ; for in the work of 
God alone is his kingdom, and all other works will he de- 
ſtroy. So their wars is nos againſt creatures, they wreſtle 
not with fleſh and blood which God hath made, but with ſpl- 
ritual wickedneſs, exalted in the hearts of men and women, 
where God alone ſhould be, and pleaded for, by which they 
become enemies to God, and their fouls are deltroyed ; in- 
deed, their war is againſt the whole work and device of the 
God of this world, his Laws, his Cuſtoms, his Faſhions, his 
Inventions, and all which are to add to, or take from the 
work of God, which was in the heginning, this is all enmi- 
ty againſt the Lamb and his followers, who are entered into 
the Covenant which was in the beginning, and therefore no 
wonder why they arc hated of the God ot this world, and his 
ſubjc&s, "who comes to ſpoil him of all at once, and to de- 
ſtroy:the whole body of ſin, the foundation and ſtrength of his 
Kingdom, and to take the Goverment to himſelf, hat God 
may wholly rule in the heart of man, and man wholly live in 
the work ol God.

A ND asthey war not againſt mens perſons, ſo their Wea 
pons are not carnal, nor hureful to any of the Creati. 


on; tor the Lamb comes not to deſtroy men lives, nor the 


work of God, and therefore at his appearance in his ſubſe, 
he puts ſpiritual Weapons into their hearts and hands; Their 
Armor is the light; their ſword the ſpirit of the Father and * 
the Son; their ſhield is faith and Patience; their paths are pre · 
pared with the Goſpel of peace, and wilt towards {ll 
the Creation of God: Their breſt-plate is righecouſneſs 
holineis to God, their minds are girt with Godlineſs, and 
they are covered with ſalvation, and they ate taught with 
truth. And thus the Lamb in them, and they in hith, 
goes out, in judgement and righteouſneſs to make warre 
with his enemies, conquer ing and to conquer, not as the prince 
of this world in his lub jects, with whips, and pri lons, tortures, 
and torments on the bodies of Creatures, to kill and deſtroy 
mens lives, whoare deceived, and fo become his enemies; bur 
he goes forth in the power of the ſpirit with the word of truth 
to paſs-- judgment upon the head of the ſerpent, which 
doth deceive and bewitch the world, and covers hisown with 
his love, whileſt he kindles coles of fire on the head of his e- 
nemies; for with the ſpirit of jadgement, and with the ſpirit 
of burning will he plead with his enemies: and having kin»

He power, the glory, and the compaſſe of it is notcom- 
| — with mortal underſtandinggwhich was before 
all beginnings, and endures for ever, who orders and limits all 
ſpirits in Heaven and earth, who rules in the Rulers of the 
arth, and in all heaven! places though many ſpirits knows 
him not, till they have felt his reproof for their rebebellion 
againſt him; his ſufferings are frre for loves ſake, which is 
naturally in him tothe Creation, being his off- ſpring , for 
which cauſe he becomes meek and lowly , that he may bear 
the inſirmities of the Creation, which. doch no way take from 
his power, who is equall with the Father, but doth manifeſt 
his power to be unlimited, in that he beareth all things, his 
dominion he hath among the Heathen, and his hands is in the 
counfels of the Kings of the Earth, and there is no place where 
he is not, who deſcends below all depth, and aſcends far a- 
boveall heavens, that he may fill all things. 
But his kingdome in this world, in which he chiefly dee

out leſſe or ſhame, but keep their covenane therewith ſtill, in 
what makes moſt for their gain, or carthly advantage or cre» 
dit: others have anſwered their call, and been fairhfu'l in the 
whole covenant of the Lamb againſt the Prince of this world, 
ſo far as they have ſeen 3 but not minding@he watch againſt 
the enemy, and not keeping low in the ſeare, and zealous in 
the light, have ſuffered the ſimplicity to be deceived, and are

be led oy the Lamb in a way they know not, to bear his teſti. 
mony and mark againſt the world, and ſuffer for it with 
him: Now deceit hath taught you to ſay , and may be you 
think it alſo; God forbid but you ſhould ſuffer with Chriſt, 
till death, but come to the trial in deed and truth; Doth not 
he ſoffen under all the pride and pleaſures of the fleſh, by all 
manner of excels, by all manner of cuſtoms and faſhions, not 
of God, but of the world? ls not all againſt him that i$.nat of 
him and the Fa:ber? ls n t the luſt of the eye, and of the fl.ſh.

into holes, pits, and dungeons? having none on earth to take 
his part, nor plead hisrighteovs cauſe, nor once to take no- 
tice of his innocenFlufferings? but who as will may tread 


down his pretious life, in the open ſtreets, without reſiſting; 


and this for no other thing but tor teſtitying againſt, the 
deeds of the World, that they are evil, the pride and oppreſ- 
fion, falſe wayet, and falſe worſhips, never ſet up 2 
but in the wil of man, and fo maintained againſt him, 
which he maſt judge with a contrary appearance, ere he come 
to his Kingdom; And do you ſuffer with him herein, who 
have a heart conſenting to theſe things? it nota hand deeply 
in them, Secret or open; either in this cruelty acting, or con- 
triving, or in curſed and ſcornful ſpeeches, condemning ſuch 
as bear this witneſt, as a fooliſh ignorant people, and that 
they bring theſe ſufferings upon themſelves, by their own 
will: and ſoſhoot your poyſoned arrows, one way or other, 
againſt that ſpirit which leads, and hath ever lead ſuch as do 
not reſiſt, and diſobey him, into the ſame teſtimony; and ſo 


in ſecret you become worſe then open perſecutors. 


Or it may be ſome few be come as far as Pilate who waſhed 
his own hands, while others ſh:d the innocent blood, and 


theſe are few indeed, who thus far will openly confeſs the juſt - 
and innocent one, before his accuſers, in what veſſel he is 


thus honored. 


But will the beſt of this ſtand in Judgement, as ſufferer 


with mm? Or will he know you at his appearance, by this 
mark? Are theſe his ſteps you follow ? Or is this hi ima ae, or 
power, war or Weapons? Will this ſuffering bring vou to 
reign with him ? Or he in you, to your peace? Or will this 
croſs cruciſje you to the world, and the world to you?

Are you a» 
ficep in the world, and doth.it not awaken you, to ſee, or 
hear, how ſaddain a return, that bloody ſpirit hath made, 
lately in part caſt oui? and with what power he is now enter · 
ing, like to exceed ſeven fold, what he hath this many gene- 
rations, making dally hovock of the Lambs? Is it atime 
for you to ryot in; to ſatisfic your luſts, to cat and drink, and 
ariſe and play, and ſpend your time and ftrength (many of 
you) ſo as modeſt heathen would bluſh at; and then ſay; you 
are Chriſtians, and ſuffer with Chriſt ? Surely were you mem- 


bers of that body, or ſenſible of his ſufferims herein, you 


would not add thereto a greater weight, nor to his 
adverſary the Dovil, whoſe works theſe are 4 but on the Lords 
part every one up and be armed in the light, with the armour 
of the Lamb (as beſore mentioned) to withſtand theſe, and 
other the temptations of his enemy, and in ſufferings witneſs 
againſt them.

And ſome of you exceed in 
this, above your ſorefathers ; for whom the Lambs of God 
have a la mentation: yet muſt God be juſtified when he comes 
to judgement : for you will. be found. far. off the ſu- 
fering with Chriſt, though with your lips you - honour him. 

.* Surely he that hath a living Conſcience, may much admire 
how you get over theſe Scriptures in your teaching of others 
and not te wound your ſelves, or pierce. your hearts with 
tear, and your faces with bluſhing, who are found fo abſo- 
late in contradiction thereto, ia converſation; and unlike 
in your lives, in the fight of pas a Or how you.can 
muzzle your;conſciences while you. paſs your prayets, that 
your own mouth doth not devour you?

That with the Tight of 
Chriſt in your own hearts you may ſee, how the worlds lufts 
have ſpoiled your ſavls of that heavenly image, and hath 
captivated your minds into its ſelf, and likenefsz and how 
you lye dead in fin, covered with earth, and daubed over 
with the words of men. Oh that you would awake before 
wrath awake you, and put on the Armour of God, not rely- 
ing any longer on men that beat the air, to oe you bat · 
tels, againſt him who is got into your hearts; but that your 
ſelves, as ſouldiers of Chriſt may all come to uſe the ſpiricual
